LONDON, July 1.—After weeks of in- 


tense bombardment with guns of every 
calibre. Bring a million shells daily, the 
British early this morning launched a 
general offensive against the German 
line along a/front of 20 miles nortlj of 
the river' Somme. --They, succeeded in 
tak'lns~,'t.he;. Germah;fronL'.llne trench'es 
and. capturing many rn'eh,

The French on the British right co- 


operated In the attack. 
When the 


last despatches thus far received left 
British headquarters, the fighting was 
still progressing, and further successes, 
It was said, were being recorded. 


The front selected for the British 


offensive was decided upon many weeks 
ago and the bombardment of the rest 
of the line, as well as the frequent 
raids which procured for British head- 
quarters important information as to 
the disposition of the Germans, was de- 
signed to keep the German generals un- 
certain as to the point at which 
they 


would be called upon to meet the brunt 
of the attack.

break of the war that the Intention o f , 
an army to undertake an offensive, has 
been so well advertised.

President Tells of Thousands of 


, Messages Begging That .the 


Mexican Trouble Be Settled 
Without Resort to Arms—Says 
He is Servant of People—War 
Only as Last Resource 


NEW YORK, July 1.—President NVil- 


- eon In his speech before the Xew York 
Press club hero last night doc-tared thai 
he is opposed to war "A'ilh Mexico un- 
less it Is absolutely necessary. 
At the 


beginning of his address he launched 
dirtctly into discussion of the Mt.xican 
situation, telling of the 
hundreds of 


letters he is receiving every day im- 
ploring him io avert hostilities except 
as a. last resource. 


"I am for the time being the servant 


or such people," he declared. 


President Wilson 
said 
he had re- 


ceived . many letters 
from American 


property owners in Mexico but there 
had been ma'ny others from persons 
whose names never would bo known, 
taylng. to him 


"For God's sake, don't start war with 


Mexico .unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary.1 


"Do you tnlnVc the glory of the United 
States would be enhanced by a war of 
conyue&t in Mexico?" he asked his fel- 
low'guests, and paused as If awaiting 
a response. 


The1 question he propounded solemnly 


was greeted with a 
loud chorus of 


"Noes." 
The President's Speech 


In his address President Wilson said: 
"I realize thai I have done a very 


imprudent thingi 1 have come to ad- 
dress this thoughtful company of men 
"Without any preparation whatever.i If 
I could have written as witty a speech 
as Mr. Pulitzer 1 should have wrlttei: 
rlt.- If 1 could have written as'clear ar 
enunciation of the fundamental ideui:i 
:of American patriotism as the mayor. 
I should have attempted it. If I could 
have been as appealing as a person ami 
of as .-feeling a heart as Mr, Cobb, L 
should have felt safe. If I could have 
been as generous and interesting and 
genuine as Mr. Colby, I '.should have 
felt that. I could let myself go without 
any preparation.

erly set forth the defendant's side o£ 
tho case.

bership except through the purchase 
of . a newspaper owning one.

a five day bombardment which in the 
amount of ammunition expended and 
IP. the territory involved, exceeds any- 
thing of the kind that has been pre- 
viously known in the world war. 


For some weeks reports have 
been 
current, in England and 
France 
that 
the "big push" of 
the British 
was 
ibout to commence. It was stated that 
England

2,000,000 men' fully 
equipped and trained 
in 
preparation 
for the supreme effort to

German lines. More than one million 
shells are 
declared 
to 
have 
been 
fired daily in the 
preliminary bom- 


bardment, which 
extended 
over

front ninety miles in length. 


The menace of the 
British 
attack 


was fully appreciated in Germany ac- 
cording tr. newspaper comments from 
Berlin, and the utmost conildcnce^waa 
expressed in the ability of the Ger- 
mans to meet nnd crush it. The allies 
are now on the offensive in virtually 
every field of tho war.

British 


assault comes on the 
heels of 
the 


great successes won by tile Russians 
in Galicia and Bukowina which 
have 


resulted in 
completely 
driving 
the 


Austriars from Bukowina and are still 
cor.timiing. 
On I he Italian front the 


central powers have also 
met with 


severe.reverses and for several days 
the halians have been steadily driv- 
ing the Austrians from position after 
position in the Trentino. The defense 
also of Verdun by the French appears 
to have 'stiffened and the' balance of 
battle in that bitterly contested sector 
seems recently to have swayed in fa- 
vor of the defenders. 


The great offensive undertaken by 


the British offers, according to' reports 
from the front and the comments of 
military critics, an absolutely new de- 
parture in the tactics hitherto pursued 
by the belligerents. 
Contrary to the 


favorite tactics of the Germans, the 
British did not attempt a partial ad- 
vance by massing their artillery at a. 
given point on the line and following 
an intense bombardment by an infan- 
try attack in serried column.1!. 


Employing an enormous number of 


guns,'the British maintained a con- 
tinuous bombardment of the German 
lines along the entire 90-miles of at- 
tack. 
They sought to level the Ger- 


man trendies and destroy the concrete 
fortifications which sheltered the Ger- 
man machine gun squads. Fire also 
was directed against 
the 
German 


barbed wire 
entanglement. 
In the 


evenings following this daily artillery 
storm raiding parties dashed out from 
the British lines to complete the de- 
struction wrought by the big guns. In 
this way the British claim that many 
prisoners were taken, machine guns 
destroyed or captured and the entire 
defense of the Germans demoralized.
